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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -8 are allowed over prior art of record. 

2. the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Pat No. 5,819,092 to Ferguson et al. 

Ferguson et al disclose an online service provider where data units can be 
transferred and a fee setting capability wherein the data requester or the data receiver 
can be paid or charged for the data units transferred. 

As per claims 1-4, 7 and 8, Ferguson et al does not expressly disclose the data 
units having a magnitude and determining which party bears the cost of the data 
transfer based on which party initiated the action for transferring and the value of the 
magnitude. Claims 5 and 6 depend upon claim 4 and have all the limitations of claim 4 
and are allowable for the same reason.
